WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—{(P)— 
President Hoover's principal legisla- 
tive remedy for hard times was speed- 
ing through congress tohight with 
strong bi-partisan support. 

It was the gigantic reconstruction 
finance corporation pee by the 
chief executive to infuse new life to 
the extent of $2,000,000,000' worth of 
credit into the nation’s industrial and 
commercial arteries, 

The proposal was written and ap- 
proved in bill form today by a senate 
banking subcommitte.e e full com- 
mittee was called together later and 
gave its indorsement and the measure 
will be taken up by the senate tofnor- 
row. Leaders forecast quick passage. 

The bill would provide that the cor- 
poration be established with $2000 *) 
1 000,000 government 1 ir’ tas 

authority to issue bonds up to $1,- 
500,006, ‘The treasury is © au- 
thorized, if necessary, to buy or sell 
these bonds. 

President Hoover, who yesterday 
pleaded for action “at the earliest pos- 
im sible moment,” was represented today 

as confident that the whole disposition 
® of congress is to devote itself to the 
emergency. understands time is 
required to k out the manifold 


problems. 
' SSemate Ready. 

Senator Watson, of Indiana, the 
republican leader, said tonight he be- 
lieved the senate was ready to give 
immediate consideration to the recon- 
struction corporation measure. Sena- 
tor Robinson, of Arkansas, the demo- 
cratic leader, is in accord. 

Senator Glass, democrat, of Vir- 
ginia, led a successful fight within 
the banking subcommitte to keep the 
federal reserve system clear of the 
proposed $1,500,000,000 in debentures 
of the corporation. Senator Walcott, 
republican, of Connécticut, sponsor 
ef the corporation measure; -ex- 
plained: 

“The reconstruction bonds them- 
selves are not to. be eligible as col- 
lateral security behind member bank 
notes discounted at reserve banks, nor 
may such notes:be used to protect 
issues of federal reserve - currency. 
They may, however, be perenees by 
the federal reserve banks upon the 
same basis as other non-governmental 
securities which have in qe past been 
included among the paper eligible for 
purchase by federal] reserve banks.” 

Walcott said that provision is made 
for the. corporation to goto the aid 
-of closed banks which are solvent but 
the problem of relieving depositors in 
insolvent banks already closed was 
left to legislation to taken up 
later.

ENORMOUS PROFIT

German Corporations Are 
Buying Back Securities 
at Low Prevailing Prices, 
Dillon Testifies. .

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—(?)— 
Payments of intergovernmental debts 


is largely a question of politics and 
expediency, an international banker 
today told the senate finance commit- 
tee, but if civilization is to continue 
the nations must meet their financial 
obligations to individuals. 

The banker was Clarence Dillon, 
whose firm, Dillon, Read & Company, 
he said, has sold foreign securities to- 
taling nearly a billion and a half dol- 
lars in America since thé war, at a 
gross profit of $12,500,000. 

His testimony was given in the in- 
vestigation sponsored by Senator John- 
son, ‘republican, California, to deter- 
mine’ the extent of foreign security 
flotations in the United States and 
whether there is a movement for can- 
cellation of war debts due the United 
States from .Huropean governments. 
The figures on Dillon’s company’s 
bond ' activities brought the total of 
foreign securities. originating with 
those’ who have testified so far to 
$7.757,231,000, although this figure 
includes some duplication. 

Enormous Profits. 

The witnesses to date have testified 
to total gross profits of $67,359.037 to 
their firms from the sale of foreign 
bonds. The committee learned today, 
however, that this is only a small part 
of the total profits made. by those 
participating in the sales throughout 
the country. 

Testimony that some German cor- 
porations which have floated bond is- 
sues in the Uinted States are now 
buying them back at depreciated cur- 
rent values was offered. 

Clarence Dillon told the committee 
that a limited number of German

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JAPAN'S APOLOGY. 


FAILS: 10 GLOSE 
ATTACK INCIDENT 


State Department Re- 
fuses To Accept Japa- 
nese Expression Pend- 
ing Further Report. 


By The Associated Press. 

The United States government yes- 
terday withheld formal acceptdhce of 
Japan’s apology for the attack in 
Mukden, Manchuria, last Sunday on 
Culver B. Chamberlain, American con- 
sul, 

Secretary Stimson informed Japa- 
nese Ambassador Debuchi he would 
communicate with him further when 
reports of the incident had been re- 
ceived. 

The Tokyo foreign office announced 
that the Japanese civilian interpreter 
who struck the consul had been dis- 
missed, and that the two Japanese 
soldiers involved in the attack would 
be punished. 

Meanwhile, Japan’s forces in Man- 
churia were reorganized for the pur- 
pose of extending their domination as 
far south as Shanaikwan, which is 
within China proper. 

Tientsin heard that the purpose of 
the«Japanese. was to force Marshal 
Chang Hsueh-liang, whose troops.were 
driven out of Chinchow last week, to 
retire further into north China. 

Chinese papers in Tientsin declared 
Japan has planned to drive Marshal 
Chang’s forces out of Lanchow, which 
is well. within the great wall, and to 
rai fe the Chinese city of Tientsin 


‘The Japanese garrison in Tientsin, 
totaling 2, men, has been parading 
daily-in* the. 
Military demonstration -..was  an- 
nounced for January 8. Chinese de- 
clared that on that day an ultimatum 
demanding a further retreat by Mar- 
shal Chang would expire. 

In addition to reorganizing their 
forces in Manchuria, the Japanese 
launched a drive against Chinese ir- 
regular troops in the Hsinmintun 
area.

Agents for the Lincoln National 
Bank and Trust Company, of Lincoln, 
Neb., were handed negotiable securi- 
ties worth ; Gus Winkler, 
the bandit absolved of any implication 
in the robbery, had already supplied 
“piste of the destruction of registered 

nds with a value of $2,217,000, 
making possible the issuance of new 
certificates. ‘ 

The finale occurred late today in 
the offices of the Secret Six. Ser- 
geant Roy Steffens turned the recov- 
ered loot over to W. E. Barkley, 
liquidating officer of the bank,

Weather conditions played an im- 
portant part in today’s special elec- 
tion, Heavy snow and severe cold in 
the rural republican strongholds kept 
many from the polls, while Rogers 
piled up a commanding lead in the 
cities. 

A tide of democratic votes in Man- 
chester and Somersworth swept Rog- 
ers into office. He carried Manches- 
ter, the largest city in the state, by 
3.941, aad piled up leads in the other 
cities in the district with the excep- 
tion of Portsmouth, Bartlett's home. 

Rochester and Laconia, normally 
republican, went democratic by small 
majorities, as did Dover, a political 
fighting ground.

Mrs. Young’s statement “was pub- 
lished in morning papers here, and 
may have been read by her sons.

IT CAN, AND MUST, BE DONE. 

The strong stand for municipal 
economy assumed by Mayor Key in 
his first message to the new council 
points the way out of the financial 
troubles in which the city govern- 
ment has been struggling. 

The first and paramount obliga- 
tion faced by the city at this time 
is to get out, and stay out, of debt, 
and the mayor is to be commended 
for his uncomprising attitude in call- 
ing upon council to meet the situa- 
tion courageously and patriotically. 

The deficit faced by the city can 
and must be wiped out. There is 
only one way to do it, and that is 
through the use of the paring knife 
on the expenses of evéry depart- 
ment. 

The present administration 
herited the debt and last year’s 
council is to be commended for liv- 
ing within its income. 

But this council 
more. 

The debt has been handed down 
to it, so that we must now not only 
live within our income, but have a 
balance which can be applied to the 
obligations outstanding. 

In the mad hysteria of the past 
few years, many municipal govern- 
ments throughout the éountry fol- 
lowed the example of Wall Street 
in wild and inexcusable spending de- 
bauches.

To express it differently, only 
2.1 persons out of each 100 
of population were taken into cus- 
tody during 1920 for violation of 
the prohibition laws, while this had 
grown to 3.4 in 1931. 


The failure of the eighteenth 
amendment and the Volstead act to 
bring about a reduction in the use 
of liquor in Atlanta and elsewhere 
is given significant emphasis by the 
figures for 1918, the last full year 
before national prohibition went into 
effect. 

In this year there were 2,916 ar- 
rests. By 1920, the first full year 
under prohibition, these figures had 
jumped to 4,214—and thus began 
the steady climb upward until now 
arrests for various liquor offenses 
are far and away ahead of those 
made under any other law. 


And yét police officials are of the 
opinion that the increase in arrests, 
as marked as it has been, has not 
kept pace with the general increase 
in drinking. 

The 10,000 who were arrested 
during 1931 can reasonably be list- 
ed as “steady drinkers,” but if they 
had consumed only $2 worth of 
whisky each per week, their com- 
bined bill for the year would have 
exceeded a million dollars. 

It is reasonable to believe that 
for every one of those arrested there 
are a hundred, or hundreds more, 
who drink as they please. 

Which makes it not difficult to 
realize the tremendous proportions 
of the “business” which is carried 
on by Atlanta’s small army of boot- 
leggers. 

As in the case of the federal gov- 
ernment, if this illicit business were 
to be taxed the deficit facing the 
city government could be wiped out, 
civic improvements financed and the 
tax rate lowered. 


The zeal of the police is testified 
to by the rapidly mounting aver- 
age of arrests per day. The trou- 
ble is not with the efficiency of their 
efforts, but it lies in the fact that 
they are charged with 1) enforce- 
ment of a law which is "impossible 
of enforcement. 


A SPLENDID SELECTION. 


The United States government in

Wives To Pay

will bs liable to pay alimony to their 
husbands, if the proposed divorce law 
passes the Spanish parliament. It 
sounds all right.

Spain has never had a divorce yet, 
though. Until this law passes, divorce 
is forbidden. 

But while the legislators were draw- 
ing up the laws governing marriage 
and inserted therein that “marriage is 
based on the equality of rights for 
both sexes, and may be dissolved by 
mutual consent, or upon the petition 
of either of the parties,” divorce had 
to go go through with it and show a 
little equality also.

can retire their indebtedness much 
more cheaply than by paying off the 
bond at face value in the usual way. 

Dillon said it was good business for 
them to do this when they had avail- 
able cash and that the same practice 
is followed by American companies in 
some cases. Bonds, in some cases, 
were bought as low, as 10 to 20 per 
cent. 

Dillon gave his views on public and 
private debts in a prepared statement 
which he read at the outeet of his 
testimony. 

He expressed confidence that debts 
owed by institutions or individuals in 
one country to institutions or indi- 
viduals in another would be paid “un- 
less extraordinary political or eco- 
nomic forces make it impossible.” 

Debts owned by governments to in- 
stitutions or individuals in another 
country are ‘‘more susceptible to po- 
litical influence,” he said. But if you 
cannot assume they will be paid, he 
added, “then thére is no basis left for 
the continuation of our civilization.” 

The banker s debts owed by one 
country to another have always been 
in a different class. 

“Nations have not paid nations so 
much from the sanctity of the obliga- 
tion as from the expediency of the 
moment,” he said. “WhethéeF these 


‘debts are paid or not paid is a politi- 


cal question, primarily, in every coun- 
ry.” 


Loans in Default. 

Dillon testified that of the loans 
floated by his firm $37,000,000 of Bo- 
livian and $52,000,000 of Brazilian 
securities are in default. The Bra- 
zilian government has announced it 
will fund the issue over a period of 
three years, he said. 

Gross receipts to the company on 
the Bolivian loahs were $755,000, Dil- 
lon said.

In all the years I have conducted 
this health column, I have cordially 
declined to give serious consideration 
to complaints about blood pressure or 
to advise treatment for such a con- 
dition. I have endeavored instead to 
make it clear to our more intelligent 
readers—both of them—that increase 
or decrease of blood pressure is merely 
an effect of whatever ails the patient. 
To discover a patient has too low or 
too high blood pressure is not a diag- 
nosis. No one can intelligently treat a 
patient for such a symptom, without 
some knowledge of the cause of it. It 
would be as sensible to discover a 
rapid pulse or shallow breathing and 
attempt to find a remedy without seek- 
ing an explanation of the symptom. 

Some of our most pretentious “spe- 
cialists’ within the ranks of the regu- 
lar profession, the all-round special- 
ists who call themselves “internists,” 
have the temerity to pretend “essen- 
tial hypertension’ —which means high 
blood pressure from some undiscovered 
cause—is susceptible to treatment as 
a disease or entity in itself. The 
treatment these brass specialists ad- 
minister in such cases is darned ex- 
pensive quackery and it is 100 per 
cent guesswork, They don’t know a 
thing about the nature of the trouble, 
so all they can do is string the pa- 
tient along and experiment on him 
with this and that scheme or method. 
_An honest doctor should either keep 
silent about high blood pressure if he 
is unable to ascertain its cause, or 
else he should frankly dismiss the 
patient with the confession that he is 
unable to find out what ails him.

— loyalty to one whom you call the 

ince of Peace will not be behind 
any other community in a struggle 
which is essentially based on peace.” 

As an act of reprisal against the 
arrest of the mahatma and other lead- 
ers, the nationalists decided to boy- 
ecott the three committeés of the round 
table conference due from London late 
in the month. 


Meanwhile anti-British demonstra- 
tions continued, with women “shock 
troops” playing a prominent part in 
them. hile their husbands and 
brothers carried on their part of the 
struggle by fighting against tax pay- 
ments and by manufacturing illicit 
salt, the women took over much of 
the work of inducing the public not 
to buy British goods and not to pur- 
chase liquor or narcotics.

Mr. Gottlieb’s style of play is dash- 
ing and brilliant, but essentially 
sound. His strongest point is build- 
ing up a,bidding climax disastrous -to 
his opponents. His weakest point is 
penalty doubles as light as a cream 
puff. In 1929 Mr. Gottlieb was a 
member of the New York Bridge 
Whist Club team-of-four which cap- 
tured the Vanderbilt trophy.
